The recent blackout that 
Huron Township experi- 
enced was not caused by a 
benevolent alien trying to 
teach us to live in peace.

stride and many of us went 
out of our way to ease the 
problems of others. “The 
Weekly” received four calls 
from citizens complaining 
about the abrupt increase in 
gas prices from a local gas 
station. But, for the most 
part, most of the local retail- 
ers kept a steady hand on 
their prices. We spoke to the

nos that cascaded all over 
the northeast and midwest 
part of our country. 

Our Township has suffered 
blackouts for a longer period 
of time and being a hardy 
bunch, we took each one in 
stride. However, this one 
had deep implications and 
should concern us all. 

For our Township, it started 
on Thursday, August 14th at 
4:11 PM. The power went 
completely out for this part of 
Michigan and at first all of us 
were not sure what happened. 
Those of us that were in cars 
and listening to the radio 
quickly understood an entire 
region was without power and 
many of us struggled to get 
home. Traffic was snarled for 
hours as many of our citizens 
fought traffic jams caused by 
the lack of traffic lights. 

As the word passed to all of 
our residents, we still seemed 
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Market and they actually 
reduced their prices on ice 
and bottled water. We are 
sure many local retailers 
showed similar community 
spirit. 

We spoke to Fire Chief 
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Russow and he saw a slight 
increase in emergency re- 
sponses. On Thursday, the 
first day of the blackout, he 
said all three fire stations 
were fully staffed from 6:00 
p.m. to 2:00 a.m.. On Friday 
Fire Station #1 was staffed 
until midnight. He said that 
power to the entire township 
was restored by 10:00 p.m. 
on Friday. 

_ His team responded to sey- 
eral people that had difficulty 
breathing. We had a few citi- 
zens that needed help with 
their oxygen supply that was 
dependent upon electricity or 
batteries. He went on to say 
the department checked on 
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some citizens to ensure their 
well-being. 

The cause of the major 
blackout is currently under 
debate and new theories 
may arise as we prepare this 
edition. However, the earli- 
est indications pointed to 
the Niagara Grid in Canada 
and then major finger point- 
ing took place all along the 
line. As of this printing 
there seems to be some con- 
sensus the weak link began 
in Ohio and backed up 
through the grid. 

Regardless of the cause we 
are certain the citizens of 
Huron Township are more 
concerned with the correction 
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of the problem. We can put up 
with the aggravation of local 
power failures caused by 
storms or brownouts caused 
by overuse - but a total failure 
of a system? 

We hope the Republicans 
and Democrats get away 
from the name game and 
work toward improving and 
modernizing our system. 
We hope the regional power 
authorities will take this 
warning and consider im- 
provements over profits. We 
hope all parties understand 
the gravity of the situation 
and never allow the earth to 
stand still - alien-caused or 
otherwise.
